Military Controls America

'The Pentagon has taken 
over the government of the 
United Slates but doesn't quite 
knov/ what to do with It," 
declared Professor F. L. Schu^ 
man at the second plenary 
session of the Fourth Annual 
Seminar on International Af* 
fairs of Sir George Williams- 
University. 

This militant environment in 
the government sterna from 
basic nationalism, he stated, for 
"in communities which live 
without a 'shigle govérnmùit 
above them all and Joining them 
all together, power politics is 
the natural result". And it is 
these power politics that give 
rise to a state in which the 
military will predominate.^^^.. " 

When Eisenhower Stepped 
down from the presidency' in 
January of 1061, he devoted a 
sizeable amount of his farewell 
address to warning the Ameri- 
can people of the "dangers la- 
tent in heeding the undue warn- 
ings pressed on their society by 
the military-Industrial complex." 
He further stated - that Ken-

ncdy's recent speech on Cuba 
and "offensive and defensive 
weapons" was completely, un- 
founded. "According to Ken- 
nedy," he said, "American mis- 
siles in the frontier area of 
Russia and China are strictly 
defensive weapons since every- 
one knows that we wouldn't at- 
tack anyone. On the other hand, 
Soviet mIssUes In Cuba are de- 
finitely offensive, sbice every- 
one knows that Russia wants to 
take over the world," 

Closer To Midnight 

He warned- hi8\ audience that 
"the clock is getting closer to 
midnight" and midnight will be 
the end of everything. 

Schuman explored the idea of 
nationalism as a fairly recent 
forcé in the world and one of 
the chief causes of strife in our 
society today. Nationalism and 
patriotism occupy predominant 
places, for better or for worse, 
he continued. "Much good and 
much evil" he said, "come from 
this state, the greatest evil being 
war". Yet we have been con- 
vinced that it is better than a 
surrender of the values that 
give life Its. meaning. 

Acting . on ; this assumption, 
one who declares war on another, 
if on an international basis, can, 
with a clear conscience, kill and 
plunder at ease, feeling only 
the emotion of self-sacrifice. 

He pointed out that war 



abroad proniotcs péape at home. 
All these attitudes lead to a way 
of life in which the armed for- 
ces can predominate, and steps 
should be taken to establish 
world peace before some acci- 
dent, miscalculation, or form of 
madness places the world in a 
third war, more devastating than 
any before.

The SEC voted yesterday to 
support the Idea of a Charier 
for the students of Canada. 

At a noon-tlrae meeting which 
was devoted entirely to the NFCUS- 
proposed charter, SEC members 
decided that the idea to have a 
charter was worthwhile but decli- 
ned to give their approval to the 
charter that has already been writ- 
ten. 

The University of Montreal ori- 
ginally proposed the Idea of hav> 
ing a charter which would enume- 
rate the rights and responsibilities 
of students in Canada. A good ma- 
ny Canadian university student 
leaders feel that by adopting a 
charter, Canadian students would 
be better able to show university 
students from other countries ex- 
actly what Canadian students stand 
for. 

Most Have Charters 

According to Manon Turbide, 
Chairman of NFCUS at McGill and 
NFCUS Vice-President of National 
Affairs, "most European universi- 
ties and most of the universities of 
the emerging African nations have 
charters". She added that at the 
last l^nrCUS Congress, the princi- 
ple of having a charter was appro- 
ved by the dcleeatcs by a large 
majority. On that occasion how- 
ever, McGill abstained from the 
voting, as the McGill delegates did 
not want to commit themselves on 
a measure that had not come be- 
fore the SEC. 

There will be a NFCUS Congress 
at Marianopolis this coming week- 
end at which the members of the 
Quebec branch of NFCUS will give 
their views on the charter. McGill 
will be represented by five dele- 
gates including Students' Society 
President Gordon L. Echenberg, 
Manon Turbide, Myron Echenberg, 
Chairman of the Education Com- 
mission, and Jean Laffcrty. They 
will act on the SEC decision whicli 
was to support the idea of a char- 
ter, but to demand substantial 
changes in the charter 

Opposition 

Some council members voiced 
outright opposition to the whole 
idea of having a charter, arguing 
that they could see no reason what- 
soever for .one. 

Miss Turbide stressed that with 
this charter, other Canadian uni- 
versity students will have a better 
chance of. getting more autonomy 
for student societies. . 

SEC Chairman Gordon Echen- 
berg stressed that "the charter 
will not be law,".and that there is 
no way in which' it can be enfor- 
ced. Rather, it will jbe "an Instru- 
ment whereby wei can ^tinify the 
aims and ambitions' of -students in 
Canadian universities". 



New Injuries Weaken Team; 
Gridiron Still In Poor Shape

Last night he told the 
Daily that "the pass receivers know 
where they're going and the defen- 
ce doesn't. When you maicc your 
cut you can get a step advantage 
and that's all that you need."

Blood Pressure 

The Blood Drive effort ended yesterday with a 
total of 3210 pints. In that It was the highest total ob- 
tained In Blood Drive history, it achieved a certain 
objective; in that it fell some 300 pints short of its 
original goal it proved disappointing. 

That It achieved this total is due to the energetic ' 
committee and its dynamic chairman and to that small 
but loyal group of students who each year fulfill their 
responsibility by giving blood. This latter group of 
about 2500 will respond to their obligation regardless 
of any publicity or persuasive efforts; for them the fan- 
fare is perhaps superfluous. That it was somewhat 
disappointing is due to d much larger amorphous 
group, about six thousand anonymous names register- 
ed at McGill, who need to be persuaded, cajoled, 
indeed coerced. Almost all the effort expended by the 
committee is directed at this group; and yet all this 
effort yields only one sixth of the objective, only 500 
pints, about 6% of the total involved. 

That this is reflective of a basic student apathy 
may seem a hackneyed observation; and that it is re- 
flective of a basic student irresponsibility may seem 
rather harsh. But it does reveal a certain lack of social 
consciousness and concern, notwithstanding the fact 
that a university is supposed to be representative of 
such feeling. 

We congratulate the entire Blood Drive Committee 
and have nothing but respect for those students who 
let down their pints I It is regrettable that what sonia 
term ^'pressure tactics" had to be used; but the pres- 
sure for blood and the consideration of life must ne- 
cessarily override the possible opposition that this may 
receive; and it is more than coincidental that this op- 
position comes from the very persons who are the 
origin of such tactics — those who refuse to give their 
blood.

high in. decibels, low in. soothing 
ppyrer; ! it . disrupts classes and 
renders the campus quite unplea- 
- siant- Moreover, tolerance of the 
broadcasts is hardly strengthen-, 
ed by the cloying and often child- 
ish tone of the announcer(s). 

■ A campaign for a charitable 
cause naturally seeic to ma- 
ximize the amount of . attention 
from potential donors that it re- 
ceives; and this may legitimately 
be accomplished by posters, 



handbills, etc. However, if the 
■ campaign is not to alienate the- 
se people by offensive methods 
and invasion of privacy, it must 
rely on techniques which secure 
voluntary attention. It might bo 
said that since response to print- 
ed material is reliably constant, 
this response is no less involun- 
tary than that to a sound trudc — 
but it is nevertheless physically 
impossible to ignore sound pro- 
paganda, as is not the case with 
printed appeals. 

Those concerned, should be 
aware than Students'' Society ru- 
les are explicit on this -matter. 
On pp. 43 .& 45, of the Student 
Handbobk-;are found the, regula- 
tions: ' ''The tilse of sound trucks 
or mobile. loudspeaker systems 
on the campus is forbidden," and 
"sound trucks will not.be permit- 
ted on the grounds at any time."

Lecturer Replies 

Dear Sir, 

Just a brief reply to G. N. 
Williams' comments on my ar- 
ticle about education. 

He is of the opinion that lec- 
tures promote student-staff per- 
sonal contact. I disagree. How 
much personal contact is pos- 
sible in a class of 100 — virtual- 
ly none. And the university is 
not going to up the student 
staff ratio to the point where 
there are six students in a class. 

The examination system I 
proposed in which one is ex- 
amined on everything he has to 
know does not produce people 
who can repeat facts without . 
thinking. Face an oral examiner 
two or three times a week who 
is looking for your weak points 
and your ihabiiity to think and 



who will flunk you if you don't 
think, and see what happens 
to your ability to think. Essays 
arc not eliminated; in certain 
courses I can imagine that every 
third item on the check-list 
would be an essay — that you'd 
have to defend in front of the 
Item-Tester. Adapt your check- 
list to the things you want to 
teach. If you want to teach 
thinking put that on the check- 
list. 

Nobody is going to prevent 
a professor from collecting stu- 
dents of a certain level and giv- 
ing them an original lecture 
which could later be filed in 
the tape library. Nobody is 
going to prevent ten people 
from getting together with ono 
of the Consultants I proposed 
and getting a. roaring discussion

Fisher Father 

The father of three sons, Fisher 
began his political career in the 
general election of 1957 when, as 
a CCF candidate, he defeated Li- 
beral Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce CD. Howe in the Port 
Arthur constituency. He' was sub- 
sequently re-elected in the general 
elections of 1958 and 1062, the 
latter time as ■ New Democrat 

At the Laval University Con- 
gress on Canadian Affairs in No- 
vember of last year, he precipitat- 
ed a controversy by his outspoken 
remarks on French Canadian cul- 
ture and the quality of Quebec 



M.P.'s in Ottawa. Recently, he has 
stirred up excitement by accept-
